1. UK AND CANADIAN HIGH COMMISSIONER, PRENCH AMBASSADOR, AND I 
MET MORNING JULY 23 TO DISCUSS QUESTION OP AN APPROACH TO NYERERE 
ON NAMIBIA ALONG LINES SUGGESTED REPTEL. (FRG CHARGE WAS 
UNAVAILABLE.) 

2. UK HIGH COMMISSIONER CONFIRMED THAT NYERERE SCHEDULED GO TO

5. UK HIGH COMMISSIONER WOULD SEEK APPOINTMENT WITH NYERERE 
BEFORE LATTER'S MONDAY DEPARTURE FOR LUSAKA. PRIMARY PURPOSE 
WOULD BE TO DISCUSS ZIMBABWE RPT ZIMBABWE SITUATION BEFORE 
NYERERE'S MEETING WITH NKOMO RPT NKOMO. (UK HIGH COMMISSIONER 
HAS SOME THINGS TO SAY ON THIS SUBJECT ANYWAY.) IN COURSE 
DISCUSSION, HE WOULD MENTION NAMIBIA AND POSSIBLE TWIN PROBLEMS
